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BOOK  SELECTION 

The  main  goal  of  the  Montana 
Talking  Book  Library  is  to  supply 
people  with  books  they  enjoy.    Are 
you  getting  the  titles  you  want  to 
read?    Here  are  some  things  you  can 
do  to  help  us  meet  your  reading 
needs: 

L    Whenever  possible,  DO  YOUR 
OWN  SELECTIONS  from  the  wide 
variety  of  catalogs  available.    Read 
the  annotation  in  the  catalogs  and 
decide  if  this  is  a  book  you  might 
like. 

2.    Work  with  your  Reader's 
Advisor  to  identify  the  titles,  authors 
or  subject  areas  you  enjoy.    If  you 


want  to  add  or  delete  an  author,  title 
or  subject  area,  let  us  know!! 

3.  If  you  do  not  find  a  specific  title 
or  author  in  the  catalog,  check  with 
us  to  see  if  it  has  been  recorded. 
National  Library  Service  records 
about  150  new  titles  a  month. 

4.  Remember  the  titles  are  chosen 
from  your  request  file 
chronologically.    The  requests  you 
sent  in  last  year  get  chosen  before 
the  one  you  sent  in  last  week.    If 
you  read  several  books  a  week,  you 
will  need  a  larger  request  file. 
However,  if  you  read  two  books  a 
month,  it  will  take  you  much  longer 
to  get  through  a  large  request  file. 
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5.  Understand  the  difference 
between  request  and  reserve.    Most 
books  you  ask  for  will  be  treated  as 
requests,  will  be  entered  into  the 
computer  and  sent  when  they  are 
available.    If  there  are  many 
requests  for  the  same  book  you  may 
have  to  wait  to  receive  it.    However, 
if  there  is  a  particular  book  you 
want  to  read  above  all  others,  ask  a 
reader's  advisor  if  you  may  reserve 
that  book.    If  copies  are  available 
and  there  are  not  many  people 
waiting  for  the  book,  the  reader's 
advisor  will  put  it  on  reserve.    A 
book  on  reserve  will  go  in  addition 
to  your  regular  requests.    You  may 
still  experience  a  waiting  period;  but 
patrons  who  reserve  a  book  are 
guaranteed  top  priority  to  receive  a 
copy.    PLEASE  DO  NOT  ABUSE 
THIS  FEATURE!  Use  it  only  for 
special  purposes  so  we  can  continue 
to  meet  the  needs  of  all  our  patrons. 

6.  If  you  have  any  questions 
CALL.    We  have  no  way  of 
knowing  you  have  a  problem  or  a 
question  unless  you  communicate 
with  us.    The  toll  free  number  (1- 
800-332-3400)  is  there  for  you  to 
use.
